Group II: Claims 5-13, drawn to a reconfigurable register file system, classified in 
class 713, subclass 100. 

Group III: Claims 14-21, drawn to a method for conserving power where during 

conditional execution of multi-cycle instructions execution conditions are 
determined during decode, classified in class 713, subclass 320. 
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Group IV: Claims 22-24 and 26-29, drawn to a method for conserving power in 
conjunction with register file indexing, classified in class 713, subclass 
320. 

Group V: Claims 25 and 30, drawn to a method for conserving power in conjunction 
with register file indexing of a partitioned VIM unit, classified in class 
713, subclass 320. 

Group VI: Claims 3 1-34, drawn to a method and system for power control in a 

reconfigurable register file system, classified in class 713, subclass 300,
